Children speak out 
to save 3 libraries

SCHOOLCHILDREN have 
joined Harlow's MP in cam¬ 
paigning against the potential 
closure of three libraries in the 
town. 

Robert Halfon presented a 
petition to Essex County Coun¬ 
cil in a bid to keep Mark Hall, 
Tye Green and Great Parndon 
libraries open to the public. 

They were put under threat 
after the county council 
announced the launch of a con¬ 
sultation into the future of the

service back in November. 

Every library across Essex was 
categorised into four tiers, with 
the bottom two tiers put at risk 
of closure. 

The proposals have been met 
with widespread criticism 
across the board, including from 
Harlow Labour Party. 

Now, weighing in to the 
defend the libraries' future is Mr 
Halfon, who is also chairman of 


the Education Select Commit¬ 
tee. Last Friday, he presented a 
petition to Cllr Sue Barker, the 
woman behind the proposals, 
along with local school children 
outlining their concerns. 

He said: "The closure of the 
libraries would be devastating to 
Harlow, to our community. 

"Libraries are the bedrock of 
our communities. 

"They provide a wonderful 


place for people who don't have 
a lot of access to books or com¬ 
puters. 

"No one is against modernis¬ 
ing the library service, but 
to actually deprive neighbour¬ 
hoods of access would be 
a really wrong-headed 
decision. 

"That's why I've brought 
Cooks Spinney School and St 
lames' School to meet with 
councillor Sue Barker today and 
I'm so grateful to these wonder¬ 
ful children for presenting a 
petition and newspaper to the 
council."

The once thriving town of Harlow has been slated by 
some of its residents, calling it a "ghost town". A 
guick walk around the town now reveals a host of 
empty shops and units and deteriorating pockets of 
retail space. CLARE YOUELL took a closer look 

WHILE high streets around the UK are 
struggling to keep up with the times and the 
threat of online shopping, some are cer¬ 
tainly doing better than others. 

The Star went to meet the people of Har¬ 
low to find out why the town is struggling 
and what can be done to fix it. 

In the Harvey Centre, the vacant units 
include the recently departed Tina layne 
Boutique which is now online only, and 
Blue Inc, which has gone into administra¬ 
tion. Other empty units there include the 
former Vintage Noir, Our House Retail and 
the former Argos on the first floor. 

Shoppers are concerned that Peacocks on 
the ground floor could be going as they 
recently put up posters saying 'Closing 
down sale - subject to landlord negotiation! 

The Water Gardens shopping centre lost 
its Poundworld last year after the company 
went into administration in the summer. It 
is also about to lose its Entertainer toy shop, 
which has already relocated into a large unit 
in The Harvey Centre. 

On the plus side, The Water Gardens has 
recently filled one of its vacant units. There 
was a large empty shop left by the departure 
of Dorothy Perkins and Evans, which has 
now been filled by designer store Tessuti. 

In the town centre there are various 
empty units including the former Maxim 
Barbers and the old British Heart Founda¬ 
tion shop in East Walk. 

Also the previous site of the Phoenix 
Resource Centre remains empty, as does 
the old Post Office and the former cinema in 
Broad Walk. 

Number 5, 6, 11 and 26 Broad Walk also 
remain empty, as well as others near to Post 
Office Road. 

The Broad Walk area, and the side streets, 
are considered to be one of the most run¬ 
down parts of the town centre. 

One woman called Amanda, who works 
in the Broad Walk area and has lived in Har¬ 
low her whole life, said she had seen many 
changes in Harlow over the years, and most 
of them for the worst 

"It's terrible down this end," she told The 
Star. "It's really bad. 

"It was better when the market was here 
all the time but now it's not here so much 
now. 

She said there was also a lot of "trouble" 
down that end of town including people 
drinking alcohol in the daytime and taking 
drugs. 

"There are lot of people hanging around 
with drugs. We see them out of the window. 


There's a little ghetto here. 

"Another problem is that the town is full 
of charity shops and nail bars. The bottom 
end of the town centre is like a ghost town 
now. 

"The rates are ridiculously high and there 
are no decent shops down this end. 

"There are no decent clothes shops for 
the youngsters, you have got New Look and 
Primark, but that's not enough is it? 

"I think the whole town centre needs ren¬ 
ovation. The council put up some plant pots 
and some concrete table-tennis tables 
but all that's done is encourage 
people to hang around that 
area at night. 

"You can't come into 
Harlow town centre at 
night, it feels too danger¬ 
ous. A lot of people feel 
intimidated around 
here." 

Another shop owner, 
who also works in Broad 
Walk, said that Primark 
was the dividing line in the 
centre. 

"From Primark heading up to the 
Water Gardens, it's busier, but heading the 
other way, there's nothing," he told The Star. 

"People do not walk past. I hardly see 
people walking past the shop. Primark is a 
walk through so people get there, go in, and 
then into the shopping centre. This end of 
town is dying. 

"The Water Gardens has Asda and all the

parking, there is nothing like that at this end 
to bring shoppers down here. 

"People are not spending any money 
either. I've hardly taken anything this year 
so far." 

However, some shop owners and manag¬ 
ers feel that the problem isn't Harlow, but is 
the problem of struggling high streets as a 
whole. 

Keith Hornsblow, the owner of Marquee 
Models in The Harvey Centre, is one of 
them. 

"Technology is changing the way that 
people shop. It doesn't matter where you 
are, you're still going to feel the impact 
because people's shopping habits have 
changed. 

"Technology moves on and you've got an 
entire generation who have never known a 
time without online shopping," he said. 

"You have these massive empty units 
which no one is going to take on. 

"Perhaps they need to be broken up into 
much smaller units so small, grass roots 
businesses can have the chance to evolve. 

"This would attract more people into the 
town for more diverse reasons. 

"Are there too many empty units in Har¬ 
low? Yes there are. 

"What can we do about it? I think 
we've got to look at the high street 
and perhaps have less retail 
and more social and com¬ 
munity-led businesses." 
Keith highlighted how 
the top floor of Tesco is 
now the Cineworld, and 
the top floor of the old 
M&S is now a gym. 
"These kind of things 
do bring people into the 
town centre, increasing 
footfall for different reasons 
and they might stop for some 
shopping or food while they're 
here," he said. 

"The problem is all over the country, cer¬ 
tainly not just Harlow. 

"In Harlow, the Phoenix Resource Centre 
are doing some very good things. But things 
do have to change. 

"Who knows where we'll be in 10 to 15 
years' time. Perhaps people will want some- 
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thing, pay for it and then print it out at home 
on a 3D printer. It sounds far fetched but 
who knew 20 years ago that we'd all be shop¬ 
ping on our mobile phones?" 

One new shop which is trying to offer 
something different in the struggling Broad 
Walk part of Harlow town centre is Scarlet 
Vintage & Retro. 

Scarlet is a St Clare's Hospice charity shop 
with a difference - as it almost exclusively 
sells hand-selected vintage and retro fash¬ 
ion and homewares. 

Inside you'll find everything from vintage 
fake fur coats and vanity cases to retro furni¬ 
ture and glassware. 

The store only opened in October and 
it's already proved hugely popular with 
some shoppers popping in almost every 
day and others travelling from London, 
attracted by the shop's vibrant Instagram 
page. 

"This end of town is in need of a bit of 
TLC," said sales assistant Allie fulian. 

"It's nice to be bringing people down this 
end. Hopefully that will rub off and a few 
more places will open. 


"It is sad to have lots of empty shops, it is 
that feeling of sadness and longing for the 
high street as it used to be." 

Allie said that it's independent shops like 
Scarlet that bring personality to a town. 

"You need the big name shops but you 
also need to mix it up with some independ¬ 
ent shops and places that offer something a 
bit different," she said. 

"Everyone is saying to us that the town 
was crying out for something like this," said 
Allie. 

"It's a place where people can come 
together - so many people come in for a 
chat, and they get talking to other people in 
the shop and leave with new friends." 

Bryan Young, centre manager at The Har¬ 
vey Centre, said: "I actually think this is a 
really exciting time for Harlow and The Har¬ 
vey Centre. 

"The town is changing massively - we 
are seeing an expanding residential offer in 
the town as people choose to leave London 
and set up home in new towns like 
Harlow and with this comes a greater 
demand for a night-time economy and 


larger range of shops." 

He went on: "Our Cineworld cinema con¬ 
tinues to perform exceptionally well and the 
restaurants on the first floor of the centre 
offer a really unique dining experience to 
the people of Harlow. 

"The Harvey Centre will continue to 
expand and evolve as will the selection of 
stores we have, with the goal of enriching the 
customer's experience. 

"As a centre we actually have very few 
empty units compared to the national aver¬ 
age and our footfall is strong given the cur¬ 
rent economic climate. 

"In fact we've had some brilliant new 
stores open in the scheme in the last few 
months - The Entertainer opened in the last 
quarter of 2018 and was an absolutely per¬ 
fect fit for our customers. 

"However, this is just the start of Harlow's 
makeover and there will be more exciting 
news to come from us in 2019, so watch this 
space."

Town regeneration 
vision won't come 
a moment too soon

IT'S not all doom and gloom in Harlow. 

The centre manager of The Water Gardens, 
Simon Plumb, paints a positive picture follow¬ 
ing a busy Christmas: "December was a suc¬ 
cessful month for the majority of our tenants, 
with many reporting year on year sales 
increases. 2018 as a whole was positive for the 
centre too. 

"Key retailers showed significant invest¬ 
ment in Harlow, with new brands joining us 
including Tessuti, Virgin Holidays inside Next 
and Totally Toys inside Matalan, indicating a 
good level of confidence in the Water Gardens 
and a continued demand for retail within Har¬ 
low. 

"We're hopeful this momentum will con¬ 
tinue into 2019.'' 

Tessuti, which specialises in designer 
brands such as Stone Island, BOSS and Ralph 
Lauren, opened its first branch in Essex last 


year and chose Harlow for their preferred des¬ 
tination. 

"Sales in the first month of opening 
exceeded our expectations," a spokesperson 
for Tessuti said. "Customers have commented 
we are a great addition to Harlow and the 
Water Gardens and we are already looking to 
expand our brand portfolio to meet their 
requests whilst continuing to deliver great 
customer service." 

One couple, Kevin and Lynda, told The Star 
that bigger and better name shops are needed 
to regenerate the town centre. 

"We need a Debenhams and we need Marks 
and Spencer back," said Kevin, who is born 
and bred in Harlow with his partner Lynda. 
"M&S used to bring a lot of people into the 


town from the villages and other areas. Our 
nearest M&S is now in Cheshunt. 

"It's the big stores than generate the jobs as 
well which would be good for the town." 

Lynda added: "There are too many jewel¬ 
lers, shoe shops and charity shops. It's disap¬ 
pointing when a shop shuts and it just stays 
closed forever." 

Both Kevin and Lynda agreed that they 
missed the old Harlow market. 

"It used to be fabulous," Lynda said. "Every¬ 
one used to come to the market and all the 
shops around it were open down that end of 
town. But now even the post office has gone." 

Another long term resident, Kim, did not 
hold back when saying how she thought Har¬ 
low had changed over the last 20 years. 


"It's disgusting now," she said. "It used to be 
such a nice place. I used to come into town all 
the time with my children but I hardly ever 
come now. 

"The frontage above Savers and Card Fac¬ 
tory is still the same as it was when Wool- 
worths was here. It's just not the same as it 
used to be. It needs so much money spent on 
it." 

Des and Tracey, who have lived in Harlow 
for 25 years, believe the town has deteriorated 
in that time and that part of that is down to 
people not having as much disposable income 
as they used to. 

"It's a sign of the times that people haven't

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got much money any more," Tracey said. “If 
people haven't got the money to spend then 
the shops are going to stay empty. The retail¬ 
ers that we need to attract more people into 
the town won’t come here because the cus¬ 
tomers are not here." 

Tracey did say that the problem was not 
unique to Harlow, but it depended partly on if 
you're in a high or low income area. 

“It definitely isn't just a problem in Harlow 
but we were in Chelmsford yesterday and 
there were nowhere near as many empty 
shops and it was really busy compared to 
here,” she said. 

Des agreed. “It's taken quite a long time and 
a big vision to change Chelmsford though. It 
wasn't always the way it is now. 

“Harlow needs a vision and the people need 
to be asked what they want. What experience 
do people want here that they are not getting 
that is forcing them to go elsewhere or shop 
online? There needs to be a public consulta¬ 
tion. 

“There's definitely too many empty units," 
Des added. “I think the council need to look at 
alternative uses in the empty shops, other 
than retail. Like leisure and cafes, communal 
art spaces and a nice food market. Things that 
will benefit the town. 

“There was a Makers Market here before 
Christmas and that was really good. It was 
something a bit different." 

Several residents mentioned how wonder¬ 
ful the Christmas Makers Market was, and the 
organisation behind that is the Phoenix 
Resource Centre. 

It's an environmental charity which recycles 
and distributes surplus stocks, end of line 
goods and returns from businesses to help out 
local people. 

The Harlow centre is run by Annette Dyer 
who oversees lots of local projects including 
art exhibitions using recycled goods, helping 
out residents, local schools and community 
projects with cheaper goods or free supplies. 

The Phoenix Centre is currently using two 
empty units on the first floor of The Harvey 
Centre, one for their main shop and one for 
the In The Making project which is for stu¬ 
dents on the supported studies department at 
Harlow College. Here the students, who have 
conditions like autism and Down's Syndrome, 
sell quality hand-made products they make 
from recycled goods, as well as running all 
aspects of the shop including stock taking, till 
work, planning and managing cash flow. 

“Not only is this a wonderful project but it's 
a great use of an empty unit in the centre,” said 
Annette. “So many people have come in to say 
what a fabulous idea this is. We just want to do 
as much as we can for the community and 


help bring the town centre together.” 

Louise Cooper, who runs In the Making, 
said: “I think people here want nice knick- 
knack shops, and things they can afford. 

“The Makers Market was brilliant, we just 
asked lots of different people to exhibit and 
sell their work. I think we could definitely do it 
more often." 

One resident Charlotte, who has lived in 
Harlow for decades, said she missed the old 
Co-op in town, as well as the old cinema in 
Broad Walk. “M&S used to bring in so much 
trade to the town," she said. “Harlow has 
changed now, it's not an attractive place to 
live. We even had Monsoon and Accessorize 
for a while but they went.” 

Charlotte said that if she 
wants a big shopping trip she 
now goes to either Epping High 
Street or Chelmsford. 

“Chelmsford is brilliant," she 
said. “There's a really good mar¬ 
ket and indoor market.” 

Along with 80 percent of the 
population, Charlotte also does 
a lot of her shopping online 
now. “I do shop on the internet a 
lot," she admitted. I rarely come 
into town here.” 

As for what can be done to 
give Harlow town centre a boost, 

Charlotte said: “ It would almost 
take too much money to reno¬ 
vate it now. It's going to be hard 
to change it and I think it's just 
going to get worse." 

Councillor Mark Ingall, leader 
of Harlow Council, said: “The 
regeneration of the town centre 
remains a priority for the coun¬ 
cil. The town centre's regenera¬ 
tion has been the subject of 
much debate. We want to see a 
transformation of the town cen¬ 
tre as place not just for the ben¬ 
efit of our existing residents but 
looking towards the 2030s when 
the town's population will have 
grown significantly. 

“We are creating an Area 
Action Plan for the town centre 
which will guide its future devel¬ 
opment. We held public consul¬ 
tation on the plan last summer 
and there will be further consul¬ 
tation over the coming months. 

“Undoubtedly the town cen¬ 
tre plays an important role as 
both a retail and leisure destina¬ 
tion for Harlow and the sur¬ 
rounding areas but more 


increasingly as a place to live. With so many 
developments in the pipeline for Harlow 
including the Enterprise Zone, Public Health 
England's National Science Hub and the Har¬ 
low & Gilston Garden Town, the town is seeing 
and benefiting from major investment and 
growth. This plan is key to ensuring that Har¬ 
low town centre is ready to meet these future 
opportunities and once again becomes a 
vibrant place in the heart of the community. 

“The regeneration of the town centre is not a 
short-term project, it is a long-term project. 
Much of the town centre, its buildings and 
shops are not owned by the council and there 
are different companies and organisations 


with an interest. The town centre is made up 
of a number of different areas and although 
some are in need of attention, there are also 
two thriving shopping centres in the Harvey 
Centre and The Water Gardens. 

“Where we can, the council is making small 
improvements. At the end of last year we 
undertook some works to the Market Square 
area to make it a more inviting area to visit. We 
held a very successful first ever local makers' 
market in November, which was on the same 
day as the town centre's Christmas lights were 
switched on and we plan to hold further mak¬ 
ers' market days and other events in the 
square.”

Harlow and a 17-year-old boy, who 
cannot be named for legal reasons, 
were sentenced at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Thursday, January 
10 . 

- One of the men, armed with 

a claw hammer, had broken 
into a house in Quarry Springs 
at 1.53am on October 23, 
2018.

All three were arrested at the 
scene on suspicion of aggra 
vated burglary and 
assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Upon searching 
the house, a num¬ 
ber of weapons, 
including a claw 
hammer, a 

wooden bat and a 
pair of scissors 
were recovered. 

Oduro and 

Okonedo pleaded guilty 
to all charges against them 
at an earlier hearing. 

The 17-year-old boy also pleaded 
guilty. 

Oduro also pleaded guilty to pos¬ 
session of cannabis. 


Oduro and Okonedo were both 
handed five years in prison for 
aggravated burglary, and two years 
for causing actual bodily harm, 
which will run concurrently. A fur¬ 
ther month will run con¬ 
currently for Oduro fol¬ 
lowing the 

possession of can¬ 
nabis charge.

Ebbs Artez was

Attacker who 
tried to rape 
clubber jailed

A HARLOW man who told police he "did not 
penetrate" a woman after luring her to a car 
park has been jailed for attempted rape. 

Ebbs Artez, of Milwards, was found guilty by 
a jury, at Chelmsford Crown Court on Novem¬ 
ber 22, of attempting to rape the woman in 
The Water Gardens car park in the early hours 
of May 19. 

During the trial the jury heard how Artez 
had told the police he was trying "to help" the 
victim when he was arrested. He also told 
officers that he knew "for a fact" he did not 
penetrate her. 

On Friday the 25-year-old was finally 
handed his sentence by Judge Patricia Lynch. 

During the trial prosecutor Joanne Eley gave 
the jury details of how the incident unfolded 


that evening. On May 18, 2018, the victim had 
been on a night out with her friends at Twenty 
One Bar - also known as CM20 - before leaving 
the club at around 3.30am on May 19. 

Ms Eley read out a statement from PC 
Thomas Butler, who visited the 34-year-old at 
home at around 6.40am. She was lying on the 
sofa covered in blanket. 

In the statement, PC Butler said: "She was 
visibly upset and crying. I sat down on the sofa 
and asked her what happened. 

"She replied T had gone on a night out with 
my friends and then we got in a taxi to go 
home, but we shared it with a man who was 
OK at first but then got aggressive and pinned 
me up against a wall in a car park by my wrists!' 

When asked by PC Butler which car park 
she was referring to, the alleged victim said: 
"The one in town, by Asda." 

PC Butler then went on to say in his state-

ment that the alleged victim then seemed to 
blame herself. 

"She turned her face the other way and said 
'Why me? What did I do? He forced himself on 
me!' he said. "She kept saying things like, 
'What did I do? Was it what I was wearing? Did 
I lead him on?' She kept blaming herself." 

He then asked her if she had had sexual 
intercourse, and the woman looked away and 
sobbed into the sofa. 

Accompanying PC Butler was 
PC Moore, who asked if she had 
consented. The woman shook 
her head and described the man 
as a black male but would not 
talk any further. 

Later on May 19 at 1.30pm, PC 
Charlotte O'Brian arrested 
Artez. 

As he was arrested he said: "If 
it's about last night, I cannot 
remember, I was drunk." 

While he was in the police car, 
before they left for custody, he 
added: "I know for a fact I didn't 
penetrate her." 

He also said during the car 
journey: "For the first 20 min¬ 
utes I tried to help her." 

Gareth Hughes, defending 
Artez, addressed the courtroom 
during the sentencing hearing 
at Chelmsford Crown Court and 
said that the pre-sentence 
report provided to Judge Lynch 
was "not particularly helpful." 

During mitigation Mr Hughes 
instead turned to character ref¬ 
erences given by the defend¬ 
ant's mother and sister. 

In the references provided by 
the pair Mr Hughes said that 
they "do not condone in any 
way his behaviour." 

"These witnesses speak of 
that other side of this young 
man," said Mr Hughes. "He's 
somebody who normally would 
have been thought of well by 
those who know and love him." 

After hearing from both pros¬ 
ecution and defence Judge 
Lynch then addressed Artez 
before passing his sentence. 
"You come from a strong sup-

While addressing the defendant, Judge 
Lynch told the 25-year-old that he had 
come from a strong supportive family 
background. 

"You have not only let yourself down but 
your family down,” she said. "This type of 
offence carries a serious conseguence." 


portive family and on the night you are con¬ 
cerned with you were acting out of character. 
You were also 24 at the time," she said with 
Artez standing in the dock dressed in a black 
Superdry polo shirt. 

"But having said all that you must under¬ 
stand that your behaviour that evening was 
appalling. The jury saw you and watched your 
actions and this wasn't a one off. 

"You were with that young woman for some 
considerable time. You went and left her on 
two occasions but then came back when you 
knew that she was clearly very drunk. 

"She accepted [that she was drunk] and eve¬ 
ryone who dealt with her indicated it. I want to 
make it clear that doesn't make your offence 
any less serious. 

"The fact that young women drink alcohol 
in clubs, the fact that they may have been leav¬ 
ing alone and the fact they may make their 
way home in a condition of drunkenness does 
not make them a target of fault in any way. 

"But it does make your offence worse 
because it was perfectly clear from the CCTV 
that she didn't know what she was doing. 

"You went back time and time again." 

Judge Lynch added: "You heard the state 
she was still in and the fact she will carry that 
night with her for the rest of her life. She did 
absolutely nothing to deserve what happened. 
Your behaviour was appalling and your 
offence was serious." 

For the single count of attempted rape Artez 
was jailed for six years. 

He showed no emotion as he stood in the 
dock learning his fate. 

Before the short sentencing hearing came to 
an end Judge Lynch said: "Harlow town cen¬ 
tre's CCTV footage is quite outstanding. This 
case would have proven far more difficult to 
bring before the court."

A NEW 27-bed ward has opened at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital to meet 
growing demands and ease pressure 
on the emergency department. 

The newly built Charnley ward 
was officially opened on Friday by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon and 
chairwoman of Harlow Council, 
Councillor Maggie Hulcoop. 

The new ward has created more 
bed space to meet the growing 
needs of patients and the team took 
an innovative approach to creating 
the space by building it upwards.

Manager for Charnley ward, Sarah 
Steel, said she was delighted with 
the modern layout and equipment 
which creates an improved new 
space for surgical patients and her 
staff. 

She added: “As a dedicated surgi¬ 
cal ward, it co-locates patients next 
to operating theatres and makes a 
smoother patient journey." 

The ward was named by the hos¬ 
pital's Patient Panel after Sir fohn 
Charnley - a British orthopaedic 


surgeon who pioneered the first hip 
replacement operation.

Science Alive centre is closed

A HARLOW science centre has been 
shut down due to financial reasons. 

Science Alive is situated at Harlow 
Leisurezone and also managed Har¬ 
low Museum & Walled Gardens. 

The museum, which is located on 
Muskham Road in Harlow, was 
taken back under control by Harlow 
Council on Friday, January 11. 

A spokesman for Science Alive 
said: "It was with regret that we 
decided last week that we had no 
choice but to close the Science Alive 
centre and charity. 

"While we are pleased to hear that 
the museum will remain open, we 
have been unable to secure suffi¬ 
cient funding to keep Science Alive 
going. 

"We would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to thank all the staff and vol¬ 
unteers who have been working so 
hard to keep these two vital commu¬ 
nity assets alive, and hope this won't 
be the end of STEM opportunities 
for young people of Harlow to be 
inspired." 


Only in September last year the 
centre was saved from bankruptcy 
with the help of new management 
and Harlow Council. However four 
months later Science Alive has been 
forced to close. 


Science Alive was a STEM (sci¬ 
ence, technology, engineering and 
mathematics) charity and was set up 
in 2010 to deliver programmes and 
workshops to students and the peo¬ 
ple of Harlow. 


In November, a flight simulator 
and £15,000 was donated to the cen¬ 
tre by Raytheon UK to aid the pro¬ 
grammes run. 

Councillor Mark Ingall, leader of 
Harlow Council, said: "Following 


ongoing discussions between the 
council and Harlow Science Alive, 
the museum service has been 
handed back to the council to run 
directly. 

"This decision has not been 
arrived at lightly, it is the result of 
discussions over several months 
between the council and Science 
Alive, but it is the right decision 
which has been taken in the interest 
of the continuation of the museum 
service. 

"We would like to place on record 
our thanks to Science Alive for run¬ 
ning the museum since 2013." 

The museum was last open to the 
public before Christmas. 

Harlow Council has confirmed 
that following the handover of the 
service last week, work is taking 
place to clean the building and set 
up systems, IT and service contacts. 

The museum will be open from 
9.30am to 3.30pm on Tuesday, Janu¬ 
ary 22, and Thursday, January 24. 

Cllr Ingall said: "We will continue 
to run the museum while we look at 
a long-term solution for managing 
and improving the service."

I KNOW what you're thinking: 
Another before and after picture. 

I bet he lives on lettuce and water 
and runs a hundred miles a week. 
That's if you notice these stories at 
all. 

Before I started my journey, they 
just didn't register with me. I thought 
the folk involved starved themselves 
and the second they ate anything 
"nice" again, they'd put on the 
weight they'd lost with interest. 

All diets are like that, right? Well, 
there is a grain of truth in that, but I 
don't consider myself on a diet, 
never have. In fact I eat more now 
than I ever did when I was big. But 
more about that later. 

So, me at the start. 23 stone with a 
46in waist, size 3XL, a 21in neck, a 
BMI of 41-plus. 

The bare statistics look serious 
enough but add in though, that I suf¬ 
fered from gout, serious joint 
pain,sleep apnoea, (which meant I 
was never rested and fell asleep, 
basically whenever I sat on a comfy 
chair), I was unable to walk any dis¬ 
tance, or climb stairs without getting 
out of breath, the fact that a warm 
day would turn me into a hot and 
flustered puddle and now you can 
see where I was. 

The odd thing is that I didn't really 
see it as a problem. These changes 
happen gradually over time and you 
get used to them. I thought I was 
doing okay, I was a survivor. Nothing 
could really hurt me. Then every¬ 
thing changed, 

My twin brother passed away. I 
don't really want to expand on it 
much, suffice to say it was unrelated 
to the issues I was suffering from and 
it was comparatively sudden. 

So I was mortal. People my age 
could die. That hadn't really 
occurred to me, or at least it hadn't 
preoccupied me, but now it was in 
sharp focus and not just to me. 

My sister, Jane, had lost one 
brother, the idea of losing another 
was something she couldn't bear to 
think about. 

She was going to Slimming World, 
because she wanted to lose a few 
pounds, and suggested I go along. 

Of course I flat out refused. I was 
fine wasn't I? Apart from the gout, 


(man alive, it's painful!) 

But she is nothing if not deter¬ 
mined and she wore me down over a 
period of a month or so, dismantling 
my feeble excuses until I was hiding 
behind one: There would be all 
women there and no men. I would 
not fit in. 

"Of course there are men there," 
she told me so I reluctantly agreed to 
go and see what was what. "Just for 
one week, okay?" 

I don't really know what I was 
expecting, but the welcome at North 
Weald group was warm, everybody 
was friendly and they made me feel 
welcome. 

Wendy Bailey's new member talk 
surprised me. There was more talk 
about what you could eat than what 
you couldn't! Were there any men? 
No not for months, (although we 
have a lot more men coming along 
now) but after losing 51b in my first 
week and thinking to myself "there 
might be something to this," I never 
really looked back. 

Everybody in group is in the same 
boat or has been. We all have good 
weeks and bad weeks and we share 
ideas and strategies to make the next 
week better, but also put the bad 
ones in perspective, learnt from 
them and moved on. 

This is one of the things that 
makes the Image therapy we get 
from our consultants so valuable. I 
can honestly say that I've stayed to 
all but a handful of groups. 

Some 'weigh and go' but the sup¬ 
port and encouragement you get 
from Image therapy is what super¬ 
charges things with the added bonus 
that you make friends with people 
who identify with what you are try¬ 
ing to achieve and do everything 
they can to help you reach your goal. 

So what's it all about? Well it all 
revolves around food optimising. I 
call it a diet for greedy people (of 
which I am most certainly one). 

But it's not really a diet What it 
does more than anything is make 
you really focus on what you are eat¬ 
ing, to really think about it. But wow, 
the things you can eat! 

Pasta, rice, bread, potatoes, practi¬ 
cally everything you think would be 
cut out. Curry, a Sunday roast, or a 


full English? They're all in! You can 
eat like a "normal" person. You can 
even have selected options should 
the family fancy a Chinese or Indian, 
or a cheeky Starbucks! 

My diet beforehand was pretty 
poor. A lot of takeaway and ready 
meals and vegetables? Maybe with 
Sunday dinner or at Christmas. Now 
I eat more veggies in a day than I 
would have in a month. 

I prefer to eat simply - grilled fish 
or chicken with plenty of veg, but I 
also enjoy pasta bake, chilli and rice 
and curry. 

Slimming World have a never 
ending supply of recipes and ideas, 
both online and in the cookery 
books you can buy in group, and in 
the Slimming World magazine. 

I now have an idea of what I'm 
going to eat for the following week 
and shop accordingly. There is 
always a supply of "free" staples, like 
herbs and spices, pasta, rice, cous¬ 
cous, fruit and vegetables, (fresh and 
frozen) in the cupboard and fridge, 


in fact my fridge and cupboards are 
full of "free" food! 

But you'll have to come along to 
group to find out more about that... 

We do have a safety valve for all 
this virtue though. Slimming World 
came up with the idea of "syns," 
Members can have a little bit of what 
they fancy so they don't feel 
deprived and tempted into, a choco¬ 
late frenzy or something similar. I 
use mine mostly in Starbucks, I must 
admit. 

So where am I now? 

The stats first. I lost 8 stone, 1121b. 
My waist is now the same as when I 
was a 16-year-old, a size 34; I wear a 
16.5in collar and I'm now an L as 
opposed to a 3XL. 

I can wear what I want, they 
always have my size now, whereas 
before,they probably didn’t do it in 
anything that big. But again, that's 
just part of the story. 

Now I sleep better, can work 
harder and have more energy. It's 
like I'm 25 years younger. I feel alive! 


No more dozing in the chair, I'm 
ready for fresh challenges, including 
taking on a group of my own. I go to 
the gym every other day (and really 
miss it when I don't) and this 
increases my energy levels as well. 

I never thought I'd come this far, 
this stuff happens to other people 
surely? I imagine I have put years on 
my life thanks to the changes I have 
made and can think of nothing bet¬ 
ter than helping as many people as I 
can to reach their own goals. 

Would I recommend it? Even if I 
wasn't taking on a consultant's role, 
yes, in a heartbeat. 

It's not overly complicated, you set 
your targets, get expert help and 
make real friends along the way and 
you get to eat real food (as much as 
you want or need to). 

Also if you carry on food optimis¬ 
ing, the weight will stay off. But most 
importantly it works.

EDUCATION in general and 
reading in particular is only second 
to health in its importance in any 
socially developed society in my 
view. 

Therefore, the decision of Essex 
County Council [ECC] to seriously 
consider closing the majority of 
locally-based community libraries 
in this the town is very disturbing. 

The format and criteria of their 
consultation on this important issue 
is based on a four tier appraisal 
structure with Mark Hall and Tye 
Green libraries rated in the third 
and fourth tier making them 
susceptible to closure. 

However, Old Harlow Library, the 
smallest library in the town, is 
appraised in tier two of the structure 
making it, realistically, a clear 
candidate of staying open due in the 
main because it meets the set 
criteria which includes, inter alia, a 
measure of deprivation. 

I wonder if the three local 
Conservative councillors knew the 
Old Harlow area may suffer from an 
element of deprivation. 

Perhaps the project managers of 
ECC hadn't visited the Tye Green, 
Mark Hall and indeed Staple Tye 
areas to evaluate their level of 
deprivation: I suspect not. 

Indeed I just hope the assessment 
of Old Harlow didn't include a 
political bias element because if it 
did then I would advise the 
residents' of Mark Hall, Tye Green 
and Staple Tye to bring forward a 
fudicial Review hearing to hold ECC 
to account for their actions. 

Finally, closing local libraries in 
this town is irresponsible and 
inhibits the development of every 
demographic group but in 
particular the young and should be 
a major concern for every parent in 
this town. 

I would urge all parents of young 
children to complete the ECC 
survey on this issue or express their 
views directly to their local Essex 
County councillor in an effort to 
save the library service in this town 
from closure.

If we could all study what goes on 
there, we would perhaps feel more 
involved, and, in conjunction with 
the council, optimise our delivery 
accordingly, feeling that we were 
doing our bit, to the best of our 
ability.

Any inefficiencies/malpractices at 
the recycling centre would be 
shown up, and we could all bellow 
for improvement. 

How about it Harlow Council? It 
would be a small amount of money 
well spent.

HAPPY New Year! I hope that you have 
had a wonderful Christmas break and 
are looking forward to the year ahead. 

2018 was a brilliant year for Harlow. 

In December, the Government made a 
£9.5 million investment into the 
Princess Alexandra NHS Hospital 
Trust's overburdened A&E unit. 

In October, Harlow College was 
announced as a Maths Centre for 
Excellence, bringing in £700,000 of 
extra money for education and skills 
into Harlow. 

The college also opened the Stansted 
Airport College in the autumn - an £11 
million technical further education 
facility with fantastic STEM courses. 

Back in March, seven schools in 
Harlow succeeded in acguiring 
Condition Improvement Fund money, as 
part of a £514 million government 
scheme. 

The rough sleeping strategy also saw 
Harlow benefit from £260,000 to 
combat homelessness. 

All this is on top of the many millions 
of pounds invested in Harlow's 
Advanced Manufacturing and 
Engineering Centre, our Enterprise 
Zone and the move of Public Health 
England to Harlow. 

As we look to 2019,1 will be 
continuing to work hard to cut the cost 
of living for Harlow residents. 

In April, hardworking families in 
Harlow will start to benefit from key 
Budget announcements - an increase to 
the National Living Wage, rising from 
£7.83/hour to £8.21/hour and a higher 
amount of tax-free personal allowance, 
rising to £12,500. 

In the year ahead, I will campaign 
further to keep fuel duty frozen, after 
the success of 2018, and am also 
working with motorist organisations on 


a regulatory watchdog, 'PumpWatch', to 
ensure that prices of diesel and petrol 
can't skyrocket. 

After securing three debates in the 
House of Commons in 2018 on the need 
for a new hospital in Harlow, I want to 
take this even further in 2019. 

Last year's £20.5 billion investment 
announcement for the NHS was 
excellent news, as was the £9.5 million 
specifically for Princess Alexandra 
Hospital's A&E unit, but I want to see 
greater government funding in Harlow. 

We need a new state-of-the-art health 
campus and I will continue to work with 
the hospital's management team and 
the Department for Health until we get 
the investment. 

I am working closely with Essex Police 
and Harlow Council to combat the rise 
in anti-social behaviour in the town 
centre and now in Old Harlow, to make it 
a safer place for shoppers, staff and 
residents. 

In December, I hosted a meeting for 
local businesses in the Market Sguare to 
work out an action plan with the Police, 
Fire and Crime Commissioner at Essex 
Police and am looking forward to seeing 
the effect of this over the next year. 

Later in January, I will also be taking 
on a sponsored swim of 100 lengths in 
aid of the Princess Alexandra NHS 
Hospital Trust. 

All money raised will help enhance 
patient care, purchase special 
eguipment, improve facilities and invest 
in vital research.

Harlow Civic Centre is 
one of just 25 venues 
featured nationally and 
the only one in this 
region. 

Year 9 students from Burnt 
Mill worked on a video around The 
Family Group by Henry Moore, a 


sculpture in the collection of Harlow 
Arts Trust. The work is one of more 
than 80 in and around Harlow, 
prompting students to look into why 
the town has more sculpture than 
most UK towns. 

Cristin Casey, director of perform¬ 
ing arts for the BMAT group of 
schools, said: “Students were capti¬ 
vated by the day. 

“They learnt about the sculptures 
from the materials used to create 
them, practical carving workshops 
and the context and importance of 


these works while demonstrating 
their performance and presentation 
skills. 

“By the end of the day, students 
were creating exciting footage and 
speaking about the sculptures and 
the significance of these pieces of art 
within their town. 

“They have now been challenged 
to act as advocates for sculpture in 
the town. In order to celebrate our 
community, we have shared meth¬ 
ods in which teachers at Burnt Mill 
can use these sculptures within their 



lesson in all subject areas from 
chemistry to RE." 

During the week before filming, 15 
students were given training on film¬ 
ing and an insight into the project.

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The Skids have always 
been a formidable live

W HEN Richard Jobson 
revived art punk band 
The Skids in 2016, he 
only expected to play a 
handful of gigs in Scot¬ 
land and then go back to his other 
projects. 

After all, the 58-year-old frontman 
has come a long way since he 
appeared on Top of the Pops in 1979, 
kicking his legs wildly, as he sang 
breakthrough single Into The Valley, 
shark-tooth earring swinging furi¬ 
ously as he did so. 

TV presenter, filmmaker, novelist, 
poet - they all appear on an impres¬ 
sive CV of a man who these days 
calls Berlin home. 

But the gigs keep on coming and 
Burning Cities, a new album 
released last year, produced and 
partly written by Killing foke bassist 
Youth, was well received. 

"I didn't think I'd be doing what 
I'm doing most of the time but tour¬ 
ing again has been fabulous fun and 
it keeps a smile on my face in a way I 
never thought it would," admitted 
Richard, who brings The Skids to 
Chinnerys in Southend, on Friday, 
February 22, and Colchester Arts 
Centre on Sunday, February 24. "So 
while the smile is on my face, it may 
continue but when the smile goes, 
that's it!" 

The current line-up also features 
bassist William Simpson and drum¬ 
mer Mike Baillie, plus guitarists 
Bruce and famie Watson, better 
known from Big Country. And Rich¬ 
ard says as long as they continue 
together, they'll be the real deal. 

"For the me important thing is 
that it's not part of the heritage/nos¬ 
talgia tour," he said. 

"It's more than that. Making that 
new album has got a bit of an edge 
and it feels quite contemporary, in 
my opinion at least, so at least in the 
context of The Skids it made us a bit 
more relevant rather than just being 
part of people's fond memories. 

"Often those bands who are part 
of people's fond memories disap¬ 
point them because they're there for 
all the wrong reasons. It's quite a 
cynical exercise. 

"So we have kept clear of that and 
avoided it at all costs and I think 
people get it when they come to see 
us because The Skids were always a 
live band anyway and the music 
drives us along to create that kind of 
energy again. 

"It's a magical thing. There are 
dates that have been very different 
and not as epic as something like 
playing The Roundhouse but I can't 
tell you one date I've not enjoyed. 
I've enjoyed every single one of 
them. 

"We played a small gig in Dundee 
the other night to 400 people which 


was an amazing, intimate atmos¬ 
phere and a great chance to have 
some banter and I love it. As I say, 
when the smile goes, that's it. 

"It's not a money-making exercise 
- not that it's generated a whole lot 
of money anyway - but it's been 
great fun and when people have fol¬ 
lowed you for that length of time 
and you've reawakened something 
in them, they're not fans any more - 
they're friends because they've been 
hanging around stuff you've been 
doing forever. 

"The other thing is that if you're as 
relaxed as I am about it, then you 
won't get uptight about anything. 
Everything's just cool. You go to 
some sh*tty dressing 
room that's got half- 
eaten crisps and a 
half-eaten apple 
in it - but I don't 
care. 

"I remember 
the early days 
when we were 
putting out own 
gear up and tak¬ 
ing it down and 
it's not that far away 
from that at the 
moment. We've played 
small and intimate venues, and 
then we're playing the Royal Albert 
Hall in fune 

"It's a very important thing for me 
that it feels real. If it didn't feel real 
and I had to fake it, I'd have a very 
different opinion about it. 

"I never expected to be doing this 
at this point in time. But the way it 
works I can do other things anyway, 
which is great. I'm still getting to 
write and prepare other projects so 
it's all good." 

Richard had revived The Skids in 
the past - but this time things have 
gone further. 

"I didn't expect it to go beyond a 
few dates in Scotland," he said, "but 


our friends in England, Ireland and 
Wales said 'how come we never get a 
chance to see you because you do 
those dates in Scotland every five 
years or so and they sell out very 
quickly?' 

"So I think we wanted to go and 
try it at first. So when we took our 
tour over the border into England 
we started to see that there were 
people who were obviously inter¬ 
ested - for probably nostalgic rea¬ 
sons - but there are also a lot of peo¬ 
ple who would have been 12 or 13 
when they bought their first single 
and it may well have been a Skids 
record, and the first record you 
bought is always such an important 
record in our lives, well then 
you wouldn't have got a 
chance to see us 
because The Skids 
didn't really last for 
very long. 

"Even though 
we knocked out 
quite a few albums 
we didn't last that 
long so I've got the 
feeling that when the 
tour started to move 
from place to place there 
was an overwhelming sense 
of 'I missed this the first time around 
so I've got to see it! 

"We put a lot into it. I don't mean 
in terms of production values, we're 
just a band who plays music, but the 
energy levels. It was a very uplifting 
experience. We really went for it, we 
were tight and the songs were good 
and songs like Working For The Yan¬ 
kee Dollar, Charade and Masquer¬ 
ade all felt like they were part of the 
modern world. 

"There was a real interest in the 
band and it was at that point in time 
that I started to think I'd been to see 
other bands from my generation 
and I've been bitterly disappointed 
because they walk on stage 10 stone 


overweight and they don't seem to 
give a sh*t that people have spent 
their hard-earned money on quite 
expensive tickets but they seem to 
be about going through the motions 
and selling T-shirts. I thought there 
is no f***ing way I'm doing that! It's 
got to be better than that. 

"So I'm on good terms with Youth 
from Killing foke and he got involved 
with me writing songs in the style of 
what he thought was The Skids. I'd 
write the words, he'd write the music 
and lo and behold we have two or 
three songs that started to feel really 
good. 

"I let the band hear it and they 
said 'we're onto something here, 
why don't we do some more?.' So I 
kept on writing until we had an 
album that felt really good. 

"Youth did an amazing job with 
the production of the album. He's 
one of the world's leading producers 
now, he's worked with everyone 
from Pink Floyd to McCartney, the 
lesus and Mary Chain, Snow Patrol, 
and suddenly he was working with 
us, but he wanted to do it because 
he's a fan of the band. 

"And he had a stake in it because 
he was writing songs with me that 
were in the style of The Skids. We 
thought let's give this a second go. 
We had the first go with a little tour 
which was great fun but now let's get 
this album out and see what the 
response is. And the response was 
pretty overwhelming, 

"You suddenly lose control a little 
but, which is good, because you just 
have to go with it. Suddenly you get 
asked to do the Isle of Wight Festival 
and a variety of other big things. 

"I find it easy because I've got 
nothing to lose. I go on stage and 
enjoy myself and talk to the audi¬ 
ence in a way that people don't seem 
to do any more. We have some fun, 
take the p*ss out of ourselves and 
present the music in the most hon¬

est way we can. The one thing we 
don't do is take the p*ss. It's not a 
bean-counting exercise." 

The obvious absentee from the 
current line-up is the late, great Stu¬ 
art Adamson, the band's lead guitar¬ 
ist who wrote the music for fobson's 
lyrics before quitting ahead of the 
release of foy, the last Skids album 
before Burning Cities 37 years later. 

Adamson of course went in to 
form Big Country and died in 2001. 
He would clearly be a big void to fill. 

"By the end when we played live I 
had to play guitar because the 
albums had become more sophisti¬ 
cated with lots of overdubs and stuff 
and I never really enjoyed that part 
of it," recalled Richard as we discuss 
Adamson. 

"I like the freedom of moving 
around and doing my own thing and 
some of the guitar parts inhibited 
me. 

"I think if we'd got a second guitar 
in with The Skids, Stuart might have 
carried on with us. He left before the 
end of The Skids - there was nothing 
acrimonious in that, he just felt we 
were going in different directions 
and he found the whole thing too 
much of a strain because there was 
too much pressure on him musi¬ 
cally. 

"So with having famie and Bruce 
you're actually hearing the songs in

the way we intended them to be 
heard, that dual guitar, energy and 
rhythm. 

"Stuart was a huge personality and 
a huge part of the band. In many 
ways he was the band but his ghost 
is present every night and I always 
remember every night to remind the 
audience that he was at the heart 
and soul of all of this and I've never 
forgotten that. I do feel his presence 
every night." 

And there's still plenty of mileage 
left in the band. 

"I'm 58 and I've never been fitter 
so I just go with it! You never know 
what's around the corner so I'd 
rather go out and do these dates 
while I'm still strong and fit," said 
Richard. 

"It's also a great way of being able

There's far more to Denmark than just Copenhagen, as TAMLYN JONES happily discovers 


A SK your average Brit to 
name some towns in 
Denmark and you'll 
probably be greeted by a 
blank stare and shake of the 
head once they've listed the capital, 
Copenhagen. 

But tourists are missing a trick by 
overlooking the port city of Aarhus. 

This is no sleepy backwater with 
picture postcard views straight out of 
a Hans Christian Andersen novel and 
little else to excite and engage its 
visitors - it's a thriving city of 275,000 
people with enough history, tourist 
attractions and retail therapy to keep 
all-comers happy, and has benefited 
from phenomenal investment since 
the turn of the century. 

Aarhus now sits as a vibrant, 
modern locale that feels big enough 
to excite but small enough not to 
overwhelm. 

Modern glass edifices rub 
shoulders with both historic and 20th 
century Brutalist architecture. 

Getting lost while wandering its maze 
of tight-knit backstreets, brimming 
with independent boutiques and 
places to eat, is highly recommended. 

At night, these same streets teem 
with young, hip Danes enjoying 
beers outside its plentiful roster of 
bars, cocking a snook at the biting 
November temperatures on my visit 
as they snuggle under cosy 
complimentary blankets. 

Denmark's second largest city must 
be doing something right because it 
was named European Capital of 
Culture for 2017. 

My trip started with an overnight 
stay at the excellent Point A hotel in 
Shoreditch, central London, followed 
by a quick walk to Liverpool Street 
station for the express train to 
Stansted Airport. 

Ryanair operates a daily service to 
the small, but perfecdy formed, 
Aarhus Airport which is around 80 
minutes away. Dedicated transfer 
buses wait for passengers, so there is 
no standing around getting cold and 
frustrated. 

After a 60-minute transfer to the 
city centre, we were whisked straight 
to 'Rooftop,' a purpose-built terrace 
which opened in 2017 atop the city's 
historic Sailing department store. 

Here, you can fill your Instagram 
account to your heart's content with 
shots of the wonderful rooftops, the 
city's picturesque Sondergade 
shopping street and even get an 
adrenaline rush from the glass- 
bottomed balcony, checking out the 
shoppers 90 feet below. 

zEbleskiver, a Danish dessert 
delicacy akin to a spherical pancake, 
is served from the Rooftop's bar with 
powered sugar and jam, and went 
down perfectly with a warming glass 
of mulled wine. 

Speaking of photography, the ARoS 
Aarhus Art Museum is another great 
spot to keep those filter fingers 
happy. 

It has a range of art and cultural 
exhibitions which change throughout 
the year but its piece de resistance is

the 360-degree, multicoloured 
walkway on its roof terrace. 

Called Your Rainbow Panorama, it 
was created in 2011 by artist Olafur 
Eliasson and gives visitors the 
chance to see for miles through hues 
of yellow, green and violet. 

Visitors will not be short of places 
to eat either, from the high-end 
Langhoff & Juul, where we enjoyed 
an excellent three-course meal and 
some fine Danish beer and wine, to

Stands compete for customers - 
and space - as locals and tourists 
cram onto tightly packed benches to 
enjoy cheap and cheerful grub and 
soak up the lively atmosphere. 

One of Aarhus' biggest draws for 
visitors is Den Gamle By (The Old 
Town) which is an open-air museum 
founded a century ago. It recreates 


Aarhus from Gatwick with 
easyJet, and services from 
Edinburgh to Billund and 
Liverpool to Copenhagen are due 
to launch in April.

three historical periods: the 1800s, 
1920s and 1970s. 

Enter the main gates and you're 
transported back in time, where 
cobbled streets are lined with faithful 
recreations of more than 75 of 
Denmark's historic buildings and, in 
some cases, the actual originals have 
been moved there. 

Horse-drawn carriages will give 
you a more personal tour and there 
are plenty of cafes and snack bars, 
meaning you don't have to leave the

complex for lunch. 

There is even a permanent 
exhibition called The Aarhus Story 
which chronicles the city's history 
from its birth as a Viking setdement 
and could function as a tourist 
destination in its own right. 

It's a huge complex and one you 
could easily spend an entire day 
exploring when combined with a 
leisurely lunch as there is so much to 
learn. 

Our trip was timed perfectly to 
enjoy a festive atmosphere, complete 
with some Christmas street theatre. 
Continuing the Yuletide theme was 
the Christmas Market at the Tivoli 
Friheden theme park, itself a 
year-round attraction about 1.5 miles 
outside of downtown Aarhus. 

Aimed squarely at families, the 
park has lakes to walk around or just 
sit and enjoy, child-friendly rides and 
even a few white-knuckle ones for 
the grown-ups - as well as the festive 
market during our visit. 

Make a date in your diary for next 
Christmas! 

It's picture postcard stuff and 
capped off a weekend break which 
left me feeling that a return trip won't 
be too far around the corner.

T HEY call it Brave Men's Bridge 
- and no wonder. 

At nearly 1,000 feet long, 
astonishing glass suspension 
bridge Haohan Qiao is one of 
the longest in the world. 

And it's not for the faint-hearted. 

The bridge connects two peaks in the 
rocky terrain of the national park in 
Hunan Province, a region which 
inspired sci-fi smash Avatar. Visitors 
stare directly onto the 590-foot drop 
through thick panels of glass, 25 times 
stronger than regular glass. 

The Haohan Qiao bridge in Shini- 
uzhai National Park already had a 
fearsome reputation. You crossed the 
slender wooden structure that locals 
called "Brave Men's bridge" at your 
peril. 

And then the park manager decided 
to take things up a notch. 

In 2014, engineers replaced Brave 
Men's wooden slats with glass, allowing 
visitors to stare directly into the abyss. 
It's one of the world's longest bridges of 
its type, and a hidden China highlight. 

Air China has just teamed up with 
travel expert and author Amy Fabris-Shi 
to draw up a list of not-so-famous five 
attractions to wow us Brits. 

The country hosted some 142 
million visitors last year, and 
several cities were on the 
'must-visit' list for tourists 
from all over the world. 

It's popular to visit Beijing to 
experience the majesty of the 
Great Wall of China, for 
example. Then there's Shanghai 
for its record-breaking skyscraper 
skylines and heritage. 

But step off the tourist track, and 
China has much to boast when it comes 
to natural and man-made wonders. 

I reckon that Brave Men's Bridge tops 
the list, but here are the other four. 

THE VENICE OF CHINA 
TAKE a two-hour drive from Shanghai 
to Zhouzhuang, and visit the oldest 
water towns in China. 

The town is made up of a series of 
canals that were used over 900 years ago 
by some of the wealthiest businessmen 
of the Yuan Dynasty to transport 
precious silks, ceramics and arts.

without the inflated prices of 
upmarket outlets. 

Curious? These six brands all have 
something notable to offer in the flat- 
pack stakes, most of it delivered direct 
to your door. Expect Scandinavia to 
still feature heavily, however - you can 
get away from IKEA, but there's 
almost no escaping the mass- 
produced quality of Scandi style... 

HEM (hem.com) 

Aside from IKEA, Sweden is full of 
companies supplying the demand for 
modern, self-assembled furniture. 

Stockholm-based Hem straddles 
the divide between IKEA and 
high-end high street. Its range is not 
as large, and a bit costlier (full-size 
dining tables start at around £980), 
but the quality and style is top-notch. 

Products mostly come from the 
classic Scandi school of minimalist, 
Bauhaus-inspired design, while 
many items claim to have assembly 
times of under a minute. Their 
catalogue contains an array of lamps, 
stools and ottomans, but the 
headline act is the sofa collection. 

Look out for mix n' match units the 
Palo and Kumo series (starting at 
around £1070), modular seating units 
which can be attached and reattached 
to fit any space or style. A four-man 
sofa can be a one-man lounge chair at 
the swish of a detachable strut. 

Hem list prices in Euros, but ship 
from across Europe and the US. 

STRING (string.se) 

Even among Swedish flat-pack 
furniture companies, String stands 
out. Its products have been legally 


classified as 'applied art! None come 
with particularly prescriptive 
instruction manuals, and its flagship 
item turns 70 years old this year. On 
top of that, String only stocks shelves. 

String shelves are sold in modular 
units, attached to the wall by simple, 
screw-in brackets, which can be 
assembled in any pattern, depth or 
colour to suit buyers' space, need or 
taste. 

Different units can be added and 
taken away, or customised with 
hooks, racks, drawers, cabinet units, 
and even a foldout table. 

String shelving is also stocked in 
stores across the UK. Prices for the 
standard unit starts at around £42. 


N0RMANN COPENHAGEN 

(normann-copenhagen.com/en) 

Still in Scandinavia, but this little 
Danish gem ships all round the world 
and lists products on its website in 
pounds sterling. Design guru Hans 
Hornemann set out to combine the 
flat-packed with the high end, aiming 
squarely at style-conscious city- 
dwellers with limited space. 

In his own words: "I wanted to 
change the flat-pack concept and 
give it another meaning. A 
reasonably priced piece of furniture 
that you can fall in love with and 
bring home straight away." 

Check out the Ace Collection of 
chairs, stools and sofas, sensuously 


curved pieces contoured with 
high-comfort foam that looks 
anything but self-assembled. It's 
aimed at the luxury market, but fine 
design and gorgeous upholstery 
means a piece can easily be a 
long-term investment. 

HABITAT (habitat.co.uk) 

This UK interiors giant has a historic 
right to be on this list. IKEA may 
have sent flat-packed furniture into 
the stratosphere, but it was Habitat 
that gave the emerging market 
life. 

Known as knock-down furniture, 
Habitat was flogging self-assembly, 
read-the-manual products in the 
mid-1960s, and kick-started the 
flat-pack revolution that dominated 
the industry in the early-Seventies. 

It's still at it today, with a range of 
flat-packed items that stretches 
across its extensive catalogue. The 
Cato desk (£150) is easy to assemble 
and a familiar minimalist style. 

The shelving collection is well 
worth a gander too - the Hopkins 
Bookcase (£495-£695) forms a 
hypnotic sea of squares and 
rectangles, and at 198cm high is 
almost certainly taller than you are. 

A shout out, too, to its Spencer sofa 


range, available in delightfully 
attractive array of colours. Simply 
attach the legs, and recline to your 
heart's content. 

5. ILKE HOMES (ilkehomes.co.uk) 

Not furniture, but like Homes 
deserves a place on the list. Perhaps 
the final stage of the flat-pack 
evolution, this Yorkshire-based 
maker of 'modular' homes is about 
as off the wall as can be. 

Instead of offering easy-assembly 
storage and seating, the company 
digitally designs entire homes room 
by room - including walls, floors and 
windows - before surgically 
constructing them on a factory floor. 
The rooms are then driven to their 
allotted location by a fleet of lorries, 
and constructed on site in as little as 
a day. 

Though you don't have to do the 
assembly yourself (thank heavens), 
this is macro flat-packing at its logical 
conclusion. A two to three bedroom 
unit costs from around £69,000- 
£79,000 (although, of course, there 
will be other costs to consider, and 
you need the land to put your 
flat-pack house on). 

SCS (scs.co.uk) 

Don't be fooled by the name - the 
Sofa Carpet Specialists has more 
strings to its bow than just soft 
furnishings. It also stocks a range of 
flat-pack furniture, often 
competitively priced too. 

For flat-pack enthusiasts, tables are 
the order of the day here. With an 
extending table and four cream- 
coloured chairs, the Cruz 1.25m 
extending dining table & four button 
back chairs (currently reduced to 
£739 from £849) is its flagship 
item. 

But our favourite is the lulius nest 
of tables (currently reduced to £59 
from £109) - a three-piece set with 
two smaller tables that can be stored 
snugly beneath the largest. The 
Russian doll of side tables, it's perfect 
for those low on space.

T AKE a close look at Lewis 
Hamilton's Formula 1 car 
and there's a symbol just 
behind the cockpit that's very 
important to Mercedes-Benz. 
It's the logo of EQ - a sub-company 
created by Mercedes to spearhead 
the German car maker's electrifica¬ 
tion programme. 

And it's technology that is making 
its way from the five-time world 
champion's hybrid race car to 
everyday Mercedes models that 
you'll be seeing on the streets. 

EQ, apparently, stands for Electric 
Intelligence and is derived from the 
brand's values of emotion and 
intelligence. 

It's a name that is going to be 


applied to every Mercedes car that 
uses battery-electric power and the 
EQ line up has already arrived in the 
UK in the shape of the latest CLS 450 
and S 500 models which have EQ 
Boost mild hybrid powertrains. 

We have just tried out the EQ 
system in the new CLS - and it's 
impressive. 

The CLS 450 is powered by the 
latest Mercedes 3.0-litre straight six 
petrol engine hooked up to a 48-volt 
electrical system comprising a 
starter/generator and a lithium ion 
battery. 

The electronic assist cuts in only 
when needed and does so unnotice- 
ably under acceleration. It adds some 
22 extra horsepower and gives the 
CLS 450 a total power output of 
367hp resulting in a lively 0 to 60 
acceleration time of 4.8 seconds and 


a top speed limited to 155mph. 

Crucially, the electric assistance 
system adds a huge amount of extra 
torque - 250Nm to be precise and 
that doubles the pulling power, giving 
great mid-range operation. 

The real benefit comes with fuel 
economy and the system is capable 
of 'sailing' - that's running the car 
with the combustion engine idle 
when cruising. 

Officially the CLS 450 is rated at 
36.2mpg with emissions of 184g/km 
- a significant improvement over the 
other 3.0-litre petrol model in the 
range, the Mercedes-AMG CLS 53. 

And that is no idle boast. On our 
run in the CLS 450 we managed to 
exceed the official figure and saw an 
average of 36.6 to the gallon recorded 
on the trip computer. 

Externally, the CLS 450 is no 


different to the rest of the CLS line up 
and the only real tell-tale that it has 
EQ Boost is with the instrumentation 
where there is an EQ power gauge at 
the bottom of the rev counter and a 
slightly different readout on the trip 
computer. 

Mercedes has just updated the CLS 
range which now starts from £57,510 
for the diesel powered CLS 350 d. The 
CLS 450 comes in just above and is 
priced from £57,460. 

All models come with the Mer¬ 
cedes 4MATIC all-wheel-drive 
system as well as a nine speed 
automatic transmission. 

The CLS 450 we tried came in at 
£64,260 with extras fitted including a 
Premium Plus pack which added a 
Comand online system with 12.3- 
inch display panel, a surround sound 
system and a 360 degree camera 


system. 

It also came with a Driving 
Assistance Plus package that 
included active blind spot and 
evasive steering assistance as well as 
a semi-autonomous lane keeping 
and changing system. 

All UK models come in AMG Line 
trim which includes 19-inch alloy 
wheels, leather upholstery and an 
active suspension system. 

The petrol versions have a 17.5 
gallon fuel tank which reduces boot 
space to 490 litres from the 520 litres 
available in the diesels which have a 
smaller tank at 14.5 gallons. 

As such, the CLS 450 should have a 
range of more than 600 miles and it 
remains a supremely stylish coupe- 
cum-GT with powertrain technology 
that is sure to be seen on other 
Mercedes models.

F ORD has come a long way 
since it turned its first Fiesta 
into a 'hot hatchback' way 
back in 1981 in the shape of 
the 1 OOmph XR2i and now we 
have the latest incarnation in the 
Fiesta ST-3 with its 1.5-litre 197bhp 
Ecoboost capable of accelerating 
from 0 to 60mph in 6.5 seconds and a 
top speed of 144mph. 

Over the intervening years Ford 
has managed to stay ahead of the 
'hot hatchback' game but there's no 
doubt this latest version is by far and 
away the most exciting to drive 
because it's a humdinger on the road 
yet remarkably comfortable - a far 
cry from what the original XR2i 
offered to drivers. 

The range topping ST-3 five-door 
tested here comes in at £22,895 on 
the road which might seem a tad 
expensive to some drivers but in the 
overall picture and compared to the 
many rivals around today it's still a 
value-for-money deal in my book. 

With an excellent light but positive 
feeling six-speed manual gearbox on 
board this Fiesta ST-3 does offer the 
sports performance most drivers 
would crave for with engaged 
handling, really responsive accelera¬ 
tion and it pulls so well from low revs. 

It also offers a better if firmer ride 
with its advanced dampers and 
stiffened chassis and out on the road 
has outstanding road grip, cornering 
well at respectable speed round 
twisty country lanes and naturally 
has a decent enough turn of speed 
out on the motorway where it cruises 
effortlessly, and remarkably quiet 
too. 


It's real advantage though is in its 
mid range for sensible but fast 
overtaking - 50mph to 70mph takes 
about five seconds - and with such a 
good response from the engine too. 

The test car (sitting on 18-inch 
wheels) had the option on board of 
the £850 ST Performance Pack which 
includes limited slip differential, 
launch control and performance shift 
lights - all well worth the extra outlay 
for those drivers who want a genuine 
sporty performance. 

The only minor niggle is that Ford 
charges another £350 for the so 
useful BLIS (blind sport information 
system with cross traffic alert) which 
is an excellent aid for any driver of 
any car really and when paying 
twenty-two grand for such a car like 
the ST-3 it should be included as 
standard. 


There's a choice of three driving 
modes - normal, sport and track - 
which again will appeal to many 
drivers and on test driving normal 
was more than adequate and moving 
it into sport and the driver will notice 
a tightening up of suspension and 
steering but again the ride and drive 
is quite civilised. Obviously track 
mode is exactly that - for those 
wanting to go all out performance 
wise on a race track! 

This third generation Fiesta ST is 
71mm longer than the previous 
version plus the front track width 
30mm wider while inside the cabin it 
has all the sporty trimmings one 
would expect, such as the natty ST 
red stitching, badging, sports pedals, 
flat-bottomed steering wheel and 
chrome touches while the hip-hug¬ 
ging Recaro front seats are exactly 


what the doctor ordered for such a 
car. 

The interior finishing now has a 
much soft feeling plastics around the 
place and interior space seems better 
with more leg and head room than 
before while the driver has all the 
mod cons of today's high tech 
features such as a quite efficient to 
use SYNC system with an eight-inch 
touch screen that includes sat nav 
and everything else. 

This ST-3 is certainly decently 
equipped with standard features that 
include rain sensing wipers, elec¬ 
tronic stability control, cruise control, 
heated front seats and steering wheel 
plus lane keeping alert. 

In terms of looks this ST-3 has a 
bigger grille than the normal Fiesta 
plus a lower air dam and other small 
but significant styling differences to 


make it stand out from the rest of the 
range. 

Thanks to modern technology fuel 
consumption on this new ST-3 it's 
quite impressive with a combined 
figure of 47.1mpg only dropping to 
37.2mpg in and around town and on 
test it hovered around the 42.2mpg, 
only dropping to 40.5mpg when on a 
long, hard drive up north and back in 
a day. 

These figures are naturally superior 
to those in the old XR2i - checking 
my test records the best I managed 
back in 1982 in one was 22mpg 
exactly over two weeks of varied 
driving! 

Some observers have commented 
that this latest Fiesta ST series is 
expensive but for its asking price the 
ST-3 is well worth the money in my 
book.

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Subaru Forester 2.0i XE Premium

I N these days of stylised SUVs and 
pretentious crossovers, a 
particular marque stands out 
from the herd. 

Subaru was one of the path¬ 
finders in the now surging sector 
more than two decades ago when it 
introduced the Forester - a go-any- 
where four-wheel-drive family wagon 
with upright stance and few conces¬ 
sions to fashion. 

Now in its fourth generation, the 
formula has remained constant. Its 
practical tall design allows huge 
amounts of passenger space together 
with a 505 litre boot in a body that's 
unusually light and airy thanks to a 
massive glass area. 

All Foresters have symmetrical 
four-wheel-drive and the boxer 
flat-four engine has a high sump - 
ideal for off-road adventures - and a 
low centre of gravity for fine on-road 
balance. 

So despite its unsporting, some¬ 
what awkward looks, the Forester 
rides, drives and traverses rough 
terrain better than most. Which is 
probably why the brand commands 
such respect from pundits and loyalty 
from customers alike. It is also one of 
the most consistently impressive 
performers in reliability surveys. 

There's a choice between 2.0-litre 
petrol or diesel models. I opted for 
the petrol which, though less 


economical is quieter and more 
refined. 

The Forester's forte isn't speed but 
it doesn't hang around with a 0 to 
62mphtime of just under 11 seconds. 
Its urge comes in a discrete smooth 
flow, making progress effordess and 
unflustered. The flat four engine is 


quieter than most conventional units 
and there's ample torque. 

A Lineatronic gearbox is offered as 
a substitute for the standard six- 
speed manual, and serves the Subaru 
well. It's a constantly variable system 
which finds the right ratio for the 
speed and complements the engine. 


Steering wheel paddles allow you 
to over-ride the calculated gear 
changes and have a bit more fun. 

The 2.0-litre the petrol isn't the 
most frugal of engines, nevertheless 
my average over 520 miles was a 
respectable 38mpg. 

One of Subaru strengths is a 


comfortable ride - whether an 
off-roader or a fire-breathing sports 
saloon. So it was unsurprising to find 
the Forester capable of absorbing all 
the bumps, ripples and pot holes in 
its path with barely a tremor being 
transmitted to its passengers. 

Steering is pleasantly precise if a bit 
numb - probably necessarily so for a 
genuine off-roader. Generous 
suspensions movement inevitably 
results in some cornering roll but the 
Forester is quite adept at being 
hustled through bends. 

Standard kit is generous in the 
Premium model tested and includes 
huger glass opening sunroof, climate 
control, sat nav, heated front seats, 
roof rails and power tailgate. There 
are plenty of cup holders and deep, 
useful pockets and cubbies for 
stowing family odds and ends. 

A standard safety feature is 
Subaru's EyeSight equipment that 
monitors traffic and pedestrian 
movements and can help avoid or 
minimise frontal impacts via a twin 
camera imaging system. 

It's like having an extra foot on the 
brake and has earned accolades as 
one of the most worthwhile safety 
accessories. 

What the Forester may lack in 
state-of-the-art looks it more than 
makes up for in tough no-nonsense 
performance and practicalities. And 
the more you drive it, the more you 
like it.

CHAPMAN'S SIDE NOW ONLY A POINT OFF SAFETY

HARLOW Town bought league lead¬ 
ers Haringey Borough crashing back 
down to earth with an excellent 
team performance that saw them 
inflict just the first defeat in 14 games 
on the visitors.
